Yes, one must pause and gasp 
for air at the thought of such 
absurdity; recognizing Sena- 
tor Bible’s sincerity and dedica- 
tion, we must assume that he has 
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We have carefully examined and analyzed S.2012, a bill designed ‘‘to prohibit 
certain practices creating artificial shortages in the supply of coins of the United 
States.”” With particular reference to the provisions of this bill which would create 
direct Treasury control over the determination of numismatic value (No. 5) and 
the prohibition of collateral loans on coins (No. 2), we feel that these particular 
provisions of S.2012 are both dangerous and detrimental to the hobby of coin col- 


These provisions ccnstitute a violation of the personal rights of coin collectors 
and in addition expand already broad Federal controls over coin collecting into 
the hands of certain individuals notoriously hostile to the hobby.

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Conclusion: Providence Till Discontinuation, 


By: Christian F. Verbeke, F.R.N.S. 


ITH the serious threats con- 

fronting coin collecting today, 
the now defunct minting of U. S. 
commemoratives appears as. an- 
other event in a long series of vex- 
ations which coin collectors have 
suffered at the hands of official- 
dom; the latter certainly enhances 


-the general interest in commemo- 


rative coins—now reduced to the 
status of collectors’ relics. 


Undoubtedly there have existed 
certain abuses in the issuance of 
commemorative coins, yet the na- 
ture of these abuses reveals more 
issuers’ exuberance than malfeas- 
ance and certainly DOES NOT 
JUSTIFY the discontinuation of 
commemorative coinage.

Initially offered at $1.00 per 
piece, part of the underwriting was 
handled by Rhode Island coin 
dealer Horace Grant. The entire 
issue was liquidated in a matter of 
hours. 


Cleveland, Great Lakes Exposition 

This half dollar commemorated 
the Centennial of Cleveland, Ohio, 
celebrated during the Great Lakes 
Exposition of 1936. Of the 50,030 
pieces coined, none were melted. 
The original offering price was 


$1.50 


One hundred specimens’ were 
counterstamped by the Western 
Reserve Numismatic Club of 
Cleveland and the dies destroyed. 


Wisconsin Territorial Centennial 

Commemorating the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of ‘the Territory of Wis- 
consin. Only 25,015 coins were 
struck and none melted. The coins 


were distributed bv the Coinage 


Committee of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tennial and offered at $1.50 each. 


Cincinnati Musical Center 

The half dollar commemorating 
the fiftieth anniversary of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, as the musical cen- 
ter of America was a sell-out be- 
fore release. Sold in sets of three 
at an initial offering price of $7.50, 
the sets quickly climbed to $50 
when they were released in 1936. 
Coinage: Philadelphia, 5,005; Den- 
ver, 5,005; San Francisco, 5,006. 
None melted.

Long Island Tercentenary 

Commemorated the three hun- 
dreth anniversary of the-first set- 
tlement on Long Island, New York. 
Of the 100,053 coined, 18,277 were 
melted leaving 81,826 for distri- 
bution at $1.00 each. Included in 
the total of these commemorative 


‘half dollars mintage figures were 


53 assay coins. 


York County, Maine Tercentenary 

Issued in 1936 commemorating 
the three-hundredth anniversary 
of the founding of York County, 


Maine. Of the 25,015 coined, none ~ 


were melted. The half dollar was 


originally offered at $1.50 to res- ~ 


idents of York County and_ the 
State of Maine. Outside the State 
the price was $1.65 including ship- 
ping charges. A large remainder 
of the issue was released in the 
mid-fifties in lots of ten for $15.50. 


Bridgeport, Connecticut 
Centennial 


_... The half dollar issued in 1986 — 
commemorated .the one-hundredth — 


anniversary of the incorporation 
of Bridgeport, Connecticut, as a 


city. Of the 25,015 coins struck, 


none were melted. Initial offering 
price was $2.00, a large remainder 
of this coin was offered in the late 
fifties. The obverse of the half 
dollar depicts famous showman P. 
T. Barnum, also a prominent citi- 
zen of Bridgeport. 
Lynchburg, Virginia 
Sesquicentennial 

The one hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of the issuance of a 
charter to the city of Lynchburg 
was celebrated in 1936 with a 
commemorative half dollar. The 
obverse features the bust of Car- 
ter Glass, prominent citizen of 
Lynchburg. Initially offered at 
$1.00, a total of 20.013 coins was 
struck and none were melted. 


Elgin, Illinois Centennial 

While commemorating the one 
hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of the city of Elgin and 
the erection of the Pioneer Me- 
morial, the design of the coin is 
primarily in commemoration of 
the pioneers. Issued in 1936, the 
half dollar sold for $1.50. Of the 
25,015 coins struck, 5000 were 
melted, leaving a balance of 20,- 
015. 

Albany, New York 

Issued in 1936, this half dollar 
commemorated the two hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary of the 
founding of the city of Albany. 
Actually the city was founded in 
161-4 and chartered in 1686, but 
the Act authorizing this issue 
reads that the coin is a commemo- 
rative of the “founding.” The 
coinage proved less. than a suc- 
cess, With 7,312 coins being melted 
of the original 25.013 piece issue. 
Initial offering price was $2.00. 


San Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge 


This half dollar was issued to 
commemorate the opening of the 
San Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge 
in 1936. Total coinage was 100,055, 
melted: 28,631, leaving a net coin- 
age of 71.424. Original offering 
price: $1.50. Speculative appeal or 
the lack thereof failed to make 
this coinage a success as some 
considered the issue too large and 
lacking national appeal. 


Columbia, South Carolina 
Sesquicentennial 
This half dollar commemorated 


. the sesquicentennial of the found- 


ing of Columbia, the capital of 
South Carolina. Issued in 1936, 
total coinage was Philadelphia: 9,- 
007; Denver: 8,009; San Fran- 
cisco: 8,007; none melted. The 
coins were offered in sets of three 
for $6.45. 


Delaware Tercentenary 
Commemorated the three: hnn- 


. dreth anniversary of the Swedish 


landing and_ settlement in Del- 
aware. Issued in 1938, 25.015 coins 
were struck of which 4,022 were 
melted, the net balance of 20,993 
was offered at $1 each. The issue 
was authorized and is dated 1936 
(reverse) but was struck in 1937 
and not released till 1988 (obverse 
date). 


Battle of Gettysburg 

The half dollar was issued to 
commemorate the  seventy-fifth 
anniversary of the Battle of Get- 
tysburg. The coin is above all a 
joint homage to both soldiers of 
the North and South. Net coinage 
26.928 issued at $1.65 each in 1938. 
Mixed-up dates of authorization. 
Striking, and issuance as in Del- 
aware issue. 


Norfolk, Virginia Bicentennial 

A “combination” issue com- 
memorating jointly in 1937 the 
two-hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of Norfolk, Virginia, and 
of the tercentary of the original 
Norfolk land grant. Net coinage, 
16,936. The half dollars were of- 
fered at $1.50. Due to legislative 
difficulties the coin was author- 
ized as a medal at the outset. 


Roanoke Island, North Carolina 

A “combination” issue (1937) 
commemorating the birth of Vir- 
ginia Dare and the three hundred 
fiftieth anniversary of the Raleigh 
Colony on Roanoke Island, North 
Carolina. Net coinage: 29,030, of- 
fered at $1.65 each, 


Battle of Antietam 

Very much a North-South good 
will issue which commemorated 
the seventy-fifth anniversary of 
the Battle of Antietam. The coin 
depicts the conjoint busts of gen- 
erals McClellan and Lee. Net coin- 
age: 18,028, offered at $1.65. 


New Rochelle, New York 
This half dollar commemorates 
the two hundred and fiftieth an- 
niversary of New Rochelle, cele- 
brated in 1938. Net coinage 15,266, 
originally offered at $2.00. Matte 
Proofs exist of this coin. This was 
the last of the pre World War II 
commemorative half dollars. 


fowa Statehood Centennial 

First of the post World War II 
commemoratives. the half dollar 
was struck in 1946 marking the 
one hundredth anniversary of the 
29th state entering the Union. 
None were melted of the 100,057 
pieces coined which were offered 
at $2.50 to Iowa residents, $3.00 
for non-residents. Because of the 
extremely large mintage, no im- 
mediate price increase occured. A 
total of 1,000 coins were set aside 


for the 150th and 200th anniver- 


sary of the State. 


Booker T. Washington 

The issue commemorated. the 
life of negro educator, emancipa- 
tor, Booker T. Washington. Coins 
were issued continuously between 
1946 and 1951. Of the total of 3,- 
167,205 coins minted over that 
period, 1,581,631 were returned 
for minting. 


This issue constituted the pre- 
lude to the elimination of com- 
memoratives in the U.S. Contro- 
versy, law suits, charges of mis- 
appropriated funds, and the gen- 
eral disgust of collectors led to the 
discontinuation of the commonly 
called B.T.W.; the issue was con- 
solidated, so to speak, in a new 
commemorative coinage entitled. 


Booker T. Washington— 
Washington Carver 

Issued to commemorate the lives 
of Washington and Carver, both 
negro educators. Of a total coin- 
age of 2,422,392 pieces, some 1,- 
091,198 coins were returned for 
melting. 


This issue was a succession to 
the BTW coinage and designed to 
revive sales. Instead, this issue 
was to become the Achilles Heel 
of commemorative U.S. coinage. 

Washington-Carver coins were 
issued continuously between 1951 
and 1954. The issue was unable to 
overcome its predecessor’s handi- 
caps, however, and thus in 1954 
ended the issuance of commemo- 
rative coins. 

President Eisenhower’s veto 
message of February 3, 1954, gave 
commemoratives the kiss of death. 
Kleven years have past since, and 
although there is no immediate 
prospect for commemoratives in 
sight, an educated guess is that 
after the silver-coinage crisis is 
solved, a possibility for resuming 
commemorative coinage exists.

Treasury Competence?

But above all, WHERE IS 
THE SILVER AND COIN- 
AGE REPORT? Apparent- 
ly the Treasury cannot dis- 
charge itself even of the 
most elementary task of 
providing the nation with 
a suitable coinage and the 
preservation of a national 
asset: SILVER. . 

To conclude, and add- 
ing insult to injury, the 
basic attribute of U.S. coin 
collecting viz., Proof sets. 
was summarily eliminated 
in 1964. In all, thus, a long 
series of vexations, un- 
imaginative, and punitive 
measures against coin col- 
lectors; NEGATION rath- 
er than SOLUTION, ex- 
pediency versus prudence. 

Collateral Loans 

Under provision No. 2 of 
8.2012 it would be illegal 
“to make loans on coins 


~ where the coins, are -held 


as security, except loans 
on bona fide collections of 
rare coins.” 

This provision is direct- 
ly related to the Treas- 
ury’s right or ability to 
determine which coin is 
deemed of numismatic 
value or not, and we have 
established beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt that the 
U.S. Treasury is unable to 
clearly judge or evaluate 
collectors’ interests, and 
moreover has engaged in 
a series of moves outright 
hostile to the coin collect- 
ing community.

the present day coin market. The 
truth of the matter is that things 
look quite a bit better than they 
did thirty days ago. Have you 
noticed that dealer buy ads are 
beginning to reappear in the 
papers lately? This is the surest 
sign of a renewal of investor in- 
terest in the market. These deal- 
ers are not buying to fill their 
own larders. They are buying be- 
cause their investors and cus- 
tomers are buying. 


Hopefully, we are close to the 
end of the current depression in 
coin prices. There are, however, 
several factors which might force 
the market down further and in- 
vestors would be wise to keep well 
informed about these. 


If the country cuts back on the 
silver content of coins, it might 
well call in, simultaneously, all 
currently circulating silver coin- 
age. The government can do this, 
provided it has replacement. 


Also there is a bill before Con- 
gress to make dealings in non- 
numismatic coinage at a profit 
illegal. (Just what is non-numis- 
matic coinage?) A number of us 
were trying to figure out, the © 
other day, where the Treasury 
would draw the line if this bill 
passed. 1958? 1955? 1950? 1900? 
And no matter what date is pick- 
ed, would this mean that albums 
could not be. filled by purchase 
beyond that date? No one knows.
